One hundred junior Eng! sh 
students were asked to write 
a class essay beginning with 
the sentence, “Three major 
problems face America as 
She begins the Sixties."’ The

First and greatest of the 
problems came as no. sur- 
prise — that of world peace, 
disarmament, and the cold 
war. Listed in order of times 
mentioned in the essays are 
the problems of Segregation, 
the raee for outer space, 
over-pepulation, capital pun- 
ishment, the crime rate, Cu- 
ban relations, educa- 









tion, smog, a Catholic for 
president, foreign aid and 
taxes. 

Terrill related that a
